‘The long-term future of soccer in this country will not be influenced by some phoney Australianisation’ 





Multiculturalism In Australia has ac- 
quired a relatively recent status as a 
dominant ideology. 


In general it implies a recognition that Australia is a 
society of diverse ethnic cultures. Multicultural policies 
supported by both major political parties recognize that 
each ethnic group is different, and has a distinctive 
culture and in most cases language. 


Multicultural media and educational structures 
might suggest wide acceptance for multicultural pol- 
icies. Multiculturalism in Australia does not, however, 
have universal appeal. 


This paper will consider certain views of multi- 
culturalism, and will suggest that policies of ‘‘reverse 
multiculturalism’ being implemented in the sport of 
soccer will have important implications for any dis- 
cussion of multiculturalism in Australia. 


Much of the credit for the favour in which multi- 
culturalism is held in Australia is probably due to the 
“high priest’ of multiculturalism, Hon. A.J. Grassby, 
Minister for Immigration in the Whitlam Government 
from 1972 to 1974. 


Grassby’s ideal of Australia as a multicultural so- 
ciety is of a family of the nation, a family in which 
members do not seek to conform by denying their indi- 
viduality and distinctiveness. In practice such an ideal 
has come to mean many things to many writers. No 
clear consensus has emerged as to the meaning of or 
future prospects for Australian multiculturalism. 


Nevertheless its proponents generally view multi- 
culturalism from certain similar perspectives. Multi- 
culturalists see migrant ‘‘assimilation,’”’ the generally 
held dogman of the 1950s as unrealistic or unattainable. 


They also recognise that while migrants have. become 
part of our Australian culture they have brought with 
them their own culture, at least part of which they 
should retain and pass on to their children. 


The Fraser Liberal Government, with its acceptance 
of the Galbally Report (Migrant Services and Pro- 
grams) and its introduction of multicultural television 
clearly accepts for whatever reasons the broad prin- 
ciples of multiculturalism. 


So too does the Australian Labor Party. Many see this 
acceptance deriving from recognition that different 
ethnic minorities have the right to retain their ethnic 
cultural identity if they so wish. 


Such a recognition is not, however, universally held. 
Opponents of multiculturalism, including among their 
numbers L. Chipman in ‘The Menace of Multi- 
culturalism (Quadrant, Oct. 3-6) and in ‘“‘Beware The 
Cauldron’’ (Bulletin, March) F. Knopfelmacher have 
no as of now been successful in changing government 
policies. 


The ideals of Lachlan Chipman and Frank Knop- 
felmacher are, however, being given practical appli- 
cation by one of Australia’s larger sports. 


The multiculturalism of both major political parties 
and Mr Al Grassby is receiving some of its strongest 
opposition from the controlling bodies of Australian soc- 
cer. 


Australian soccer administrators, intent on an ‘‘Aust- 
ralianisation"’ of the sport, are embarking on a policy of 
“reverse multiculturalism.” 


This policy implies a reversion to “‘assimilationist’’ 
doctrines. preached in the past, that soccer ought to be 
cleansed and purified of its “foreign’’ element and 
adopt a genuine “‘ocker”’ face. 


In other words the sport ought to be integrated into 
some greater Anglo-Celtic Australiana.

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The contentious drive against the ethnic image of soccer was dis- 
cussed at the 23rd annual conference of the Australian Political Studies 
Association on Saturday. It was the subject of a paper delivered by LYLE 
ALLAN of the Footscray Technical College. The paper was titled “Ethnic 
and Race Politics — Reverse Multiculturalism and the politics of 
soccer.” The paper, delivered at University House, Canberra, is reprinted 


below: 


The policy.of reverse multiculturalism is most ob- 
viously manifested in the abolition of ethnic team 
names by the Philips Soccer League, Australia’s nation- 
al competition since 1977. Reverse multiculturalism In 
practice represents a substantial rejection of Austral- 
ian soccer’s ethnic heritage. 


The ethnic heritage of Australian soccer is a product 
of the post-World War II wave of European immigra- 
tion. 


Mass-soccer, the game of a mass spectatorship, re- 
ceived its impetus from this immigration. Team names 
which identify the country of origin of team's promoters 
are a traditional part of Australian soccer. Names such 
as George Cross (Malta), Juventus (Italy), J.U.S.T. 
(Yugoslav United Soccer Team) and Hellas (Greece) 
are well known not only in this country but also over- 
seas, largely owing to the use of Australian soccer 
results for gambling purposes (in soccer pools) during 
the United Kingdom “‘off-season.”’ 


Ethnic names act as a reference point for club com- 
mittees, players and spectators. The majority of 
spectators in many clubs have an attachment to the 
original ethnic name, and would probably prefer that 
the original name of their club was not changed. Soccer 
administrators believe, nevertheless, that good reasons 
exist for the use of “‘non-ethnic’’ team names. 


Team name changes in the past have been motivated 
by economic reasons, such as a desire to obtain a loan 
from a local council, or by a desire among a club com- 
mittee that the club ought to attract general rather than 
“ethnic” support from a particular district. 


J.U.S.T., for example, became Footscray-J.U.S.T. in 
the early 1970’s after receiving a loan of $100,000 from 
Footscray Council to improve ground facilities. 


Wilhelmina sought local support by changing its name 
to Ringwood City. 


Changes in team names in the past have not resulted 
from reverse multiculturalism. The addition of a local 
name to an ethnic name does nothing to detract from a 
club’s ethnic character. The addition of a local name 
may in some cases, and certainly was in the case of 
Footscray-J.U_S.T., be a partial accommodation to the 
assimilationist views of local councillors, but the clubs 
concerned are still likely to retain an ethnic nature. 


Changes from ethnic or district-ethnic to a wholly dis- 
trict name, as in the case of Wilhelmina, have generally 
resulted from changes in the character of club member- 
ship combined with a weak ethnic tradition. Such 
changes in the character of club membership have been 
rare. 


Individual clubs in the past have been responsible 
themselves for the character of their own team name. 


This is not now the case in the Philips League. Partic- 
ular clubs are required to adopt a ‘‘non-ethnic’”’ name. 
Many of the traditional club names have as a con- 


sequence been discarded. Makedonia, Hellas and Alex- 
ander still exist in the minds and mouths of their sup- 
rters, but they are no longer official names. Rams, 
agles, Leopards, Warriors, Wolves and Gunners are 
the preferred names of Australia soccer. 


The former justifications used for team name 
changes by individual clubs are now being advanced by 
the Philips League. 


Economic considerations are, however, the main 
stated reason for the abolition of ethnic names, with 
sponsorship the key factor. 


National competition involves expensive air travel, 
with competing clubs in Queensland, New South Wales, 
South Australia, Victoria and the Australian Capita] 
Territory. 


The use of ‘‘non-ethnic” team names, it is argued, is 
more Hkely to attract sponsorships from large com- 
panies, thereby making national competition economic- 
ally viable. 


The problem of sponsorship looms as a vital factor for 
the future of national competition. 


Philips League officials believe ethnic names scare 
away big sponsors. With a new image soccer may at- 
tract a new band of followers, thereby increasing “ex- 
posure’’ for a sponsor’s products to a much larger 
number of soccer supporters. 


The majority of members of the Philips League com- 
mittee of management, acting on the recommendations 
of their marketing advisors, Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation (ASF) Marketing Ltd., believe team name 
changes will result in a new and better image for soc- 
cer. 


John Clark, marketing and promotions manager for 
ASF Marketing, says the image change will appeal to 
boys ‘‘not following in their fathers’ footsteps, boys now 
into space invaders, Buck Rogers in the 25th Century, 
who aren't following soccer.” 


Jim Mangopoulos, former president of Heidelberg 
Warriors (Alexander) and a member of the Philips 
League Committee of Management, believes the use of 
names such as Hawks, Leopards and Gladiators will 
make soccer more attractive to Anglo-Celtic Austral- 
ians. 

In the short term ‘‘non-ethnic”’ names may be attrac- 
tive to sponsors, but their future success in terms of 
attracting wider support for Australian soccer is ques- 
tionable. 

Opposition to a change in team names is widespread 
among the committees of individual clubs and by some 
sections of the print media. 

Even some Philips League clubs would prefer to 
retain an ethnic name. The President of South Mel- 
bourne Gunners (Hellas), Sam Papasavas has a concern 
for the long term supporters of his club. 


He argues “‘by eradicating the ethnicity of the sport

you are eradicating the people who have been following 
soccer for the past thirty years.” 


In the print media some publications, including the 
Melbourne ‘‘Age’’, continue to refer to Philips League 
clubs by their former ethnic names. Sales of the weekly 
newspaper ‘“‘Soccer Action” have been banned at 
Philips League matches because the paper refuses to 
acknowledge the new team names. 


The reaction of certain sections of the print media in 
referring to the former names of Philips League clubs 
probably reftects the attitude of the bulk of loyal sup- 
porters. 


Attempts by the Philips League to prevent the use of 
ethnic names are doomed to failure, certainly among 
supporters who retain a strong of ethnic identification 
with their club. 


The concern with sponsorship in the Philips League is 
primarily a concern with the short term. The long term 
concern of Philips League administrators is with 
certain implications of multiculturalism. Such concern 
is not altogether surprising, despite the fact that the 
majority of these administators have a non-Anglo-Celtic 
background. 


Many of the second generation products of post-World 
War I] European immigration grew up in Australian 
when assimilationist sentiments were strong. 


Assimilationist sentiments often influence the actions 
of this second generation, who frequently wish to down- 
play their ethnic background. Some of the strongest re- 
verse multiculturalists all that does not conform to 
some set of Anglo-Celtic-Australian values may very 
likely be bad. 


Chipmanism, that form of reverse multiculturalism 
articulated by the Wollongong Philosophy Professor, is 
finding positive support in soccer board rooms. Philips 
League administrators are most in agreement with 
Chipman’s denigration of ‘hard’ multiculturalism, so 
described as the preservation of ‘‘ethnic integrity.”’ 


“the reinforcement and imposition on the new-born of sets. of 
traditions, beliefs, and values which include, as well as those 
which are noble and enlightened. some which are. at least as 
inhuman, as grotesquely ignorant, and as racist, as sexist, and 
as bigoted as any that can be squeezed from even the most 
appalling of ockers.” ; 


The reality of soccer is very different. The ‘‘hard"’ 
form of multiculturalism perceived by the assimilatio- 
nist advocates of Chipmanism is difficult to take 
seriously. 


Australian soccer clubs with the strongest non-Anglo- 
Celtic ethnic traditions recognise the need for at least 
some accommodation with Australian values. Identi- 
fication with a particular locality, recruitment of 
players from diverse ethnic backgrounds, even the use 
of Australian birds as mascots suggest some adaptation 
by strong ethnic clubs to Australian culture. In turn 
Anglo-Celtic Australians support “‘ethnic’’ clubs, and 
are generally welcomed by these clubs. They are, how- 
ever, small in number. 


Some adaptation to Australian culture does not in- 
volye their committees and a large number of suppor- 
ters from similar ethnic backgrounds. 


The long term future of soccer in this country will not 
be influenced by some phoney Australianisation. An ex- 
clusive concern with attracting the support of Anglo- 
Celtic Australians will not result in greater spectator 
interest. Interest in Australian soccer in the past has 
been to a great extent the result of the ethnic factor. In 
creating variety and distinctiveness for the sport ethni- 
city is likely to be a continuing element in the success of 
Australian soccer.

_ EVANS, ST GEORGE SHOW THE WAY 


Several months 
ago, after watching a 
rather lacklustre 
South Melbourne 
Hellas draw with 
Blacktown City, I 
pointed out how im- 
portant experienced 
striker Alun Evans is 
to the team. 


At the time I mentioned that 
it could be fatal for Hellas if he 
were out injured for an extend- 
ed spell. 

Poor recent results when he 
was out through suspension 
and short term injuries, indic- 
ate how important he remains 
to the Melbourne club. 

The signing of Steve Woodin 
took some of the weight from 
captain Evans's shoulders, but 
he remains the class player in 
a team of outstanding individ- 
uals. 

Evans, along with Bris- 
bane’s Jim Hermiston, are the 
only players of true, top inter- 
national pedigree operating in 
the Philips league, now that 
Star guests Justin Fashanu and 
Mike Channon are gone. 

Evans is the complete all- 
rounder player possessed of 
. good vision, excellent receiv- 
ing and passing skills and very 
competent finishing with head 
or foot. 

He shields the ball well and 
turns with it in the Kenny Dal- 
gleish mould. 

He also is able to play in 
tight situations, unlike many 
top English strikers, including 
Channon and Fashanu who 
need a lot of space when work- 
ing the ball.

Evans also is an excellent 
target for Hellas build up play. 

He always is looking to 
make himself available even 
when marked. 

This latter ability is becom- 
ing more essential in the 
make-up of all strikers as 
space in and around the penal- 
ty area gets tighter and even in 
midfield positions, where cen- 
tral stoppers now police top 
strikers unmercifully. 

As markers get more adept 
at restricting the space of at- 
tackers the art is to allow 
yourself to be tightly marked 
then “‘turn’’ the defender or 
play quick flicks behind and to 
the side of defenders. 

Evans is very skilful when 
tightly marked from behind. a 
legacy of his days in England 
where the “‘target’’ man is a 
key player in the attacking 
strategy of many teams. 

On the last two occasions I 
saw Evans two years a 
versus Sydney City, and this 
year against Blacktown — he 
has not looked as fit as he 
might. 

Certainly two years ago he 
was overwiehgt, which caused 
him to struggle, despite his ex- 
perience and ability, in a 
Hellas team that finished 
bottom of the table. 

Even against Blacktown he 





was a podgy half a stone over- 
weight. 

Along with overweight John 
Stevenson, another fine talent, 
Evans would have even more 
impact if he were faster. 

Hellas plays a slowish inter- 
passing build-up which hides 
the lack of mobility of Steven- 
son and Evans, but the fact is 
neither player is the athlete he 
needs to be to give maximum 
performarice. 

It might be all right to point 
to Ferenc Puskas as an 
example of an overweight 
player who left soccer ‘‘athle- 
tes’’ for dead. 

However, he is the only star 
player in my memory who was 
significantly overweight. 

Pele, Mathews and Di Stefa- 
no, the three greats whom I 
most admired, were all 
superbly skilled athletes. 

Nevertheless Alun Evans’ 
skills are an adornment to our 
game and at age 30 he is prob- 
ably playing some of the best 
soccer of his career. 

Certainly Hellas, despite 
their playing depth cannot 
afford to have him off the 
field.

My two young children had 
been pestering me for months 
to take them to see a big time 
Rugby League game, so I took 
them to see Eastern Suburbs 
play South Sydney at the 
Sportsground. 

It was the first professional 
game of Rugby League either 





of them been to though of 
course they had seen numer- 
ous games on television.

They did not like the game. 
Neither did I and if this was a 
sample of what League has to 
offer then soccer does have a 
future in cities such as Wollon- 
gong, Brisbane, Newcastle and 
Sydney where League 
currently dominates. 


League seldom raises the 
heartbeat, mainly because of & 
lack of continuity, caused by 
all those scrums, penalties, 
kicks at goal and players con- 
tinually going to ground with 
the ball. 


This is where a good game 
of soccer has a definite edge. 

Soccer is a free-flowing 
game, which if there is a good 
referee in charge can flow 
from end to end for minutes at 
a time. 

I really do believe that the 
ASF and the referees associ- 
ations should get together to 
draw up a formula which 
would help keep our games flo- 
wing as they do in South Amer- 
ica, where the referees are no- 
where near as pedantic as we 
are when it comes to allowing 
quick free kicks to be taken — 
especially in midfield. 

I am quite convinced now 
that the referee, more than 
even a coach or player has the 
greatest influence on the quali- 
ty on a game of soccer. 

Depending on his ability, es- 
pecially his confidence to let 
the game flow, a referee can 
‘ruin’ or ‘make’ a game.

To the many South Ameri- 
can people living here a good 
game features lots of slight of 
foot and fast dribbling. 

To the British migrant a 
good game is aggression 
around the vicinity of the ball 
and lots of shots at goal. 

So what is a good game to 
the young Australian — wheth- 
er he be born of Latin, Slavic 
or Anglo Saxon parents? 

I believe it embraces a com-

bination of all three of the 
aforementioned qualities. 

Australia is an aggressive, 
competitive society and it 
Plays its sport the same way, 
whether it be cricket, tennis, 
basketball, golf or football. 

Certainly the Australian, 
and even many new Austral- 
ians of ethnic background, find 
it hard to keep patience with 
the slow build-ups which are a 
feature of some countries and 
which Heidelberg has used 
with some success. 

While in South America the 


' crowds will yell delighted “‘O- 


le’s” after each midfield pass, 
the influence of British tele- 
vised games has effected our 
spectators and they also like to 
see the ball in or around the 
penalty area. 

The crowds will tolerate the 
short interpassing build-ups if 
af produce shots at goal, but 
will not have patience with 
midfield passing that does not 


progress fairly quickly for- 
ward 


The dribbler is frowned on 
by Australian born spectators 
for being a ‘‘ball hog.” 

I think the mass of Austral- 
ian spectators would like to 
see a dynamic, physical game 
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with players showing athletic 
qualities — allied with deft- 
ness and skill with the ball. 

Our climate would appear to 
make this hard to put into 
practice, especially at the tart. 
and end of seasons. 

It would be impossible In the 
summer. 

However, St George, BSC, 
in NSW State League has 
proved that this style of play 
can be sustained through the 
season in Australia. 

Apart from the use of an off- 
side trap, which whileit can 
be effective at times, can also 
defuse a game the way scrums 
do to *‘League,”’ St George isa 
fast, athletic and highly skilful 
team which is excellent enter- 
tainment value. 


If a distinct style of play 
does eventually develop in 
Australia I would like it to be 
something akin to that now 
being played by St George. 


It has so many of the quali- 
ties in it that Australians ad- 


_ mire: strength, speed, athlet- 


icism, power, directness and 
consumate skill as epitomised 
in the play of Dez Marton 
whose dribbling and finishing I 
hope will grace the Philips 
League before he gets too 
much older. 

He is now 33. 

And talking of the Philips 
League. 

How sad if such a player as 
Marton and such a team at St 
George were to be confined to 
north-east Australia because 
of a division of the league. 

Here we are with the league 
gradually winning television 
acceptance and we want to 
turn it back to ‘grade soccer’’ 
like the ‘‘grade cricket" which 
is played suburb to suburb 
throughout Australia. 


A slaying belght pean 
league p bright, even dy- 
namic soccer, freed from the 
grip of fearful coaches, is what 
this country needs. 


Given that it certainly will 
eventually be a match for 
Rugby League, irrespective of 
that code’s current media sup- 
port, and it will win its share 
of spectators in the Aussie 
Rules belt. 

I am totally against dividing 
the national league at this 
time.

“The No. 1 sport in Australia within two generations,”’ declares 
former South Melbourne Hellas coach David Maclaren. Other 
soccer warlords are even more positive. 

Says barrister Sam Papasavas, president of Hellas and former 
chairman ofthe PSL: ‘In terms of participants we are already 


abreast of Australian Rules.” 


True. In Victoria right now almost 100,000 amatéurs and profes- 
sionals are training 3-4 nights a week and playing on Saturdays 
on Sundays on soccer fields from Broadmeadows to Bulle- 


ngarook. 


And the real show of strength is that these participants are not 
only mature youths and men but also a multitude of juniors and 


women, 
Yes! Women! 


Until now women's soccer has existed but few have accepted the 


fact that '‘a man’s game”’ can be played by 


women. 


Just as women these days have become liberated so too has 
soccer to women. Secretary of the Victorian and Australian 
Women’s Soccer Association, Betty Hoar, says: ‘‘There’s a lot 
more to it than just knocking the ball around. Women love their 
soccer just as seriously as the men do, It is very exciting, very 
skillful, gets you into the fresh air and one becomes so involved 
that it becomes a whole life style.”’ 

Cathie Currie, director of a girls’ soccer programme in America 
concluded an enthusiastic discussion with an official of the New 
York City Public School Athletic League by asking him if any of 
the girls in his school were interested in playing soccer. 

“He said, no, thank God we haven't had that problem yet, and he 
never understood that what he said was offensive,’’ recalled 
Currie, who has spent the past two years developing soccer 


teams for New York girls. 


Soccer has become the fastest-growing team sport Ark ces and 
women in the United States, with an estimated 1,018,000 women 
playing in 1979 compared to almost none years ago. 

In July, 1978, when Currie was appointed coach of the girls’ 
soccer team for New York’s Empire State Games, there was 
no team in existence. With a great deal of difficulty, she found 
16 girls who had at least kicked a soccer ball before and took 
the team to Syracuse for a competition. It lost every match! 





Hughes blasts his 


players and ASF 


Why did coach Wally 
Hughes resign on tho 
eve of Fiji's World Cup 
game in New Zealand. 


In a brief statement to the 
Press, Hughes claimed to be 
disgusted by the haphazard at- 
titude of the Fijian players and 
officials. 

He did not witness the Fi- 
jians’ subsequent 13-0 ham- 
mering, instead retreating to 
his home in the plush Auckland 
suburb of Remuera. 

Before the shock announce- 
ment Hughes fired a salvo at 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ationover the treatment his 
team received across the 
Tasman in its 10-0 loss two 
days before the NZ debacle. 

The Liverpool-born coach 
Stated that the odds were pur- 
posely stacked against Fiji be- 
cause: 

(A) The game was trans- 
ferred at the last moment to 
Melbourne from Brisbane, 
where the climate would have 
been more sympathetic to the 
visitors. 

(B) Kick-off time was 
switched to 8.30 om therehv 
adding to the Fijians’ dis- 
comfort with the cold; 

(C) The accommodation 
originally offered in Mel- 
bourne was ‘‘diabolical.’’ 
Hughes claims that he had to 
find a suitable hotel for the 
team; 

(D) They were not offered a 


(E) The Olympic Park pitch 
was churned up by a rugby 
match played two days earl- 
ier, thus making the conditions 
even more alien. 

In the face of such relentless 
whingeing, one New Zealand 
pressman enquired if Mr 
Hughes thought all 10 Austral- 
ian goals to be offside. Hughes 
declined to answer.

VICTORIAN WOMEN’S TEAM 


When Currie returned from Syracuse she began to organise the 
girls’ programme. There are now between 200 and 250 girls 
playing on teams, and Currie feels there is almost no limit to 
the number of teams that she could form in New York if she 
weren’t restricted by lack of funds, coaches and fields. _ 


Although women's soccer in England already was in full swing by 
the 1890's, football in France only really started to get under 
way at the end of the First World War. y 


In May 1920 the French national side made its way across th 
Channel to play a series of matches against the“old enemy. 


and the following year, winning three out 

are ear the Sportive 0 ris took out the first 

French Women’s Cup beating Rude Sportive 5-0 in the final. 

The women’s soccer in France began to decline and it was 40 
years before women once again took to the park. 


Women be playing soccer in the Netherlands about 10 years 
ago and foe the last eight years or so, organised competitions 
have been held. There are no separate womens clubs but 
women’s teams exist as a part of soccer or sporting clubs, At 
the moment there are between’750 and 1000 Dutch clubs with 
affiliated women’s teams. 


In Europe, women’s soccer comes under the umbrella of the 
mens’ national associations. England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales have separate organistion but are still answereable to 
the men’s organisation. Both FIFA and UEFA recognised 
women’s soccer in 1971. 

National women’s teams from England, Scotland, Wales, North- 
ern Ireland, Holland, France, Sweden, Denmark, Finland and 
Switzerland competed in Italy in 1979. The competition was 
witness to one of the finest exhibitions ofwomen’s football seen 
in Europe when Denmark defeated Italy in the final 2-0. 


Patricia Gregory, secretary of the Women’s Football Associ- 
ation, feels the future chances of a women’s World Cup will not 
eventuate until FIFA sees the need for one and is willing for 
one and is willing to finance it. If the numbers of women play- 
ing increase at the rate of the last years FIFA may feel the 
pressure getting stronger. It also has been suggested to FIFA 
and the IOC that women’s soccer he included in the next Olym- 
pics. 

The Australian Women’s Soccer Association was founded in 
Sydney in August 1974, when the first ever National State 
Champlonshigs were held. State teams present were NSW 
Queensland, Victoria, Western Australia and Northern NSW. 

In 1975 the Northern Territory joined and in 1979 South Australia 
participated for the first time. 1980 marks the seventh year of 
the championships and for the first time all states and terri- 
tories are competing. The inclusion of Tasmania and the Aus- 
tralian Capital Territory makes the competition a turly Aus- 
tralian event. 

Championship winners have been NSW in 1974, 76, 77, 79, 80; 
and WA in 1975, 78. 

Australian women’s soccer made its international debut at the 
World Women’s Soccer Tournament in 1978 in Taiwan. 

It was a disappointing tournament for the Australians as they 
failed to make the first six after a play off with club sides from 
Sweden, Austria and a USA under-19 team. Australia finished 
eighth in the 13 team event. An impressive display of football 

was shown by club sides from France and Finland in the final. 
As a further advance in women’s international soccer, it was 
decided at this tournament that only national sides should 
compete in the future. 

Shona Bass, Andrea Martin and Janette Melvin have represented 
their state and country. They see three main problems areas 
for the advancement of women’s soccer in Australia: lack of 
acceptance of women’s soccer as a female sport; dis- 
crimination from males; and parents refusing to let their 
daughters participate. 

Another problem which all three girls identified was the lack of 
training and playing facilities. Even equipment was not readily 
available. 

“‘Many teams just don’t get support from the men’s senior club to 
which they are attached and often are at the bottom of the list 
behind the juniors. Things are made even harder when the side 
isn’t a successful one,’’ said Bass. 

“‘My team has been very fortunate with grounds, facilities and 
equipment because we have proved to the men’s senior team 
just how successful we can be,”’ she added. 

Lack of media support has hounded women’s soccer. Rather than 
encourage or aid the sport, the press has preferred to give little 
or no space at all the women’s soccer. Unless of course it can 
sensationalise things. Take the front page of Melbourne’s ‘‘He- 
rald” for example. It carried a large banner headline on 
Wednesday, April 22 this year and a story on three girls from 
Sydney who were suspended for life for striking a referee. This 
is the sort of publicity which women’s soccer can do without. 

Until recently the sport wasn’t known to exist in Australia or even 
in Victoria. 

Did you know that there are 17 women’s teams in the Victorian 
Women’s Soccer Association divided into three divisions? 

Did you know that Victoria has a representative side which repre- 
sents this state at the national championships every year? 

Did you know that the Victorian team provides five members of 
the Australian national squad? 

My guess is that few of you knew, probably because no-one is 
willing to tellyou. Or give women’s soccer a voice. 

To many people women’s soccer is a bit of a laugh, a kind of a 
giggle really. 

My plea is to give the girls a go. If the male eye didn’t make such 
an issue out of girls playing soccer maybe the sport oculd gain 
greater acceptance rather than being ridiculed constantly!

Brisbane Lions’ newcomer Billy 
Williamson will not find the 
Australian soccer scene com- 
pletely unfamiliar as he has pre- 
viously teamed up with no 
fewer than nine prominent PSL 
personalities during his 12 years 
of Scottish League experience. 


Born in Dunfries, Williamson spent a brief 
riod with local amateur side Kirkconnel 
fore joining Aberdeen in 1969. 


Two years later he made his first team 
debut — as Jim Hermiston’s full back partner 
against Cowdenbeath: 


A further couple of eer passed cle a 
second opportunity presented itself and ap- 
pearances were spasmodic until the 1974-75 
term. 


Equally at home in either a full back or at- 
tacking midfielder’s role, Williamson was an 
important cog in an Aberdeen side which 
always seemed to be on the verge of attaining 
major honors, but invariably fell frustratingly 
short of the glittering prizes. 


Fellow Dons during this period were 
current expatriots Hermiston, George Camp- 
bell, Jim Shirra, Bil! Pirie, Tan Gibson, 
George Murray, Ian Purdie and Eddie Thom- 
son, plus established internationals Bobby 
Clark, Martin Buchan, Arthur Graham, Joe 
Harper, Zoltan Varga and Willie Young. 


Competition for first team places therefore 
was intense and Williamson found himself 
back in the reserves early in the 1976-77 cam- 
paign. 

Recalled for the Scottish League cup semi- 


final against Glasgow Rangers, Williamson 
starred in a remarkable 5-1 win. 


Just 10 days later he was playing before 70,- 
000 people in the final in which Aberdeen 
gained a surprise 2-] triumph over Celtic. 


Such was the suddenness of Williamson's 
re-emergence that his name was not included 
amongst the Aberdeen squad members in the 
cup final programme! 


Even then his place within the team was not 
secure and the inconsistent Scot was only to 
make four more appearances after the Ham- 
pden Park victory. 


Dissatisfied with further reserve team foot- 
ball, he sought a transfer and spent the last 
three months of that traumatic season with 
Dundee United. 


After only 11 games in Dundee colours, 
United sent Williamson down the road — liter- 
ally. He signed for Dundee, situated just 100 
yards down Tannadice Street from United's 
home ground. 


Here he rejoined Bill Pirie and Jim Shirra 
in a team coached by Willie Wallace. Little 
wonder the statement: “It’s a small world,” 
has become a cliche in PSL circles, partic- 
ularly when delivered in a Scots brogue! ~ 


The 1978-79 First Division championship 
was the highlight of a four years stay at Dens 
Park, although last season's feats of being 
runners up in both the First Division and 
League Cup were also memorable achieve- 
ments. 


At Dundee Williamson took his total 
number of senior games over the 200 mark. 


Even though he has only a handful of PSL 
games under his belt, the Caledonian has al- 
ready made a big impression. 


Williamson has the ability to transform a 
merely useful Lions outfit into genuine con- 
tenders for the 1982 title.
